OVIET tactics in) Germany 
since Marshnt Sokoloyaky's 
theatrical exit from the Allied 
Control Council have been 
interesting and. revealing.

In addition to disposal overacas, a 
large amount of surplus stores has 
been exported from the U.K. Bri- 
lish surplus planes, sold overseas 
and exported, arc now operating In 
practically every country in the 
world, chieMy for passenger tran- 
sport and charter work. Thousands 
of surplus planes not snleoble for 
aviation purpeses have been broken 
up for serap and used largely for, 
the constructlon of nalumintuny 
houses. One Lonenster bomber pro- 
vides enourh aluminium for three 
houses, and alrendy five aircraft 
factories are enraged on aluminium 
hopse production. ‘

Where vehicles are — concerried, 
ready markets have been found for 
mést types of Service machincs, 
such as amphiblans, artillery trace 
tors, Bren © guns, carriers, — tank 
transporters, Jeeps and ambulances. 

The sale to overseas ‘of 59,000 
British pedal cycles and 40,000 
motorcycles has contributed much 
to the export drive, Holland being 
one of our best customers for the 
bikes.» Methods of disposal are by 
sale under agreement back to the 
manufacturers and distributors; by 
competitive tender restricted — to 
members ‘of the trade concerned: 
by open cornpetitive tender, and by 
auction.” Any member of the public 
is entitled to make bona fide bids 
for goods which are sold by open 
tender~—or-—by—auctlon.—The—latter- 
method has proved very popular 
and has provided the fairest and 
simplest method of distributing 
much needed goods over the widest 
possible ‘nrea and to the benefit of 
the community at large.

O far from corporal punishment 
S being used ns a deterrent against 
the worst forms of violence, it is 
restricted quite haphazardly to rob- 
bery with violence and ao mis< 
cellancous assortment of lesser 
offences... They law has, in. fact, 
grown up piecemeal as the result of « 
agitation and emotlonal panic, 


A sudden agitation or a senso- 
tlonal crime has from time to time 
atirred up a demand for Its cxten- 
slon to ‘some new offence, with the 
result that Parliament has legislated 
Jn an atmosphere of emergency, 
without eliher understanding the 
full implications or bringing the 
new law Into relation with the old. 


In 1708, for instance, a London 
lawyer served a summons for debt 
on the Sceretary of the Russian 
Embassy: The Czar made so furlous 
a protest that Parliament passed the 
Diplomatic Privileges Act, under 
which anyone who repeated the 
Jnwyer's offence was Mable to be 
flogaed. The Act $s still on «the 
Statute Book. 


The resutt of this mixed collec- 
tion of bits and pieces is that, while 
crimes like aggravated assault 
without robbery, or like rape, are 
not subject to flogging, robbery with 
violence and minor sexual offences

New Germ-Killing Drug 


By Herman N. 


QINCE the discovery of peni- 
cillin, chemists have been at 
_ work trying to produce other 
germ-killing drugs. : 
One of these, 4 sort of second. 
cousin of penicillin, called tyro- 
- thricin, has been found unex- 
pectedly useful in the treatment 
of scabies, a skin disorder pro- 
duced not by a germ but by a 
parasite or tiny animal, which 
gets onto the skin and. then 
burrows into it. 


Excessive Itching 


At the places where these little 
pests enter the skin, there is o great 
-deal of itching. Since scratching an 
itchy place is the most natural thing 
in the world, there is also.a great 
deal of scratching, wwith the result 
that. the skin is broken, germs gct 
in, and a ‘secondary infection {3 set 
up. This results in the formation of 
pimples and boils. : 
As a rule, scabies Is not difficult 
“fo diagnose. All that Is necded is 2 
careful inspection of the’ skin by the 
doctor, There are times, however, 
when it Is necessary’ for the doctor 
* 10 examine for the parasite-under o 
microscope. :

Interesting Studics 


During the war, many persons 
were infected with scabies and some 
interesting studies were carried out. 
For example, a number of healthy 
persons had the scabies parasites 
placed on thelr bodies. These were 
watched, . and it was noted — that 
symptoms, such as Itching, did not 
develop until about * thirty days 
later. 

Theso persons were then cured of 
their scabies and © the experiment 
was repeated. This time inflamma-" 
tion and itching occurred within a 
few hours. In other words. these 
persons beeame sensitised to the 
senbies so that later on when’ rein- 
festation occurred symptoms de 
‘veloped almost at once. - 


New Drug 


‘As might be expected,. the * 
drug, tyrothricin, being .a ‘“serm 
Icillor, ts. not effective against .- the 
scabies parasite but it has proved 
most useful ‘In controlling the stcon- 

»dary infection due - to scratching. 
Thus, in the treatment of scabies 
tyrothricin is mixed with benzyl 
berizoate, a substance which success- 
fully attacks the parasite itself.. The 
-tyo together not only eliminated the 
. senbles, but, ip. two weeks, got 
' tia of the sores and bolls which had

The new tenants are not expected 
to occupy Clarence ‘House for about 
a year, for it suffered a certain 
amuyunt of damage from air raids 
during World War H, and repairs, 
will have to be effected by the 
Ministry of Works. 


The house, which is of brown- 
grey stone, stands on the’ site of 
a wing of St Janies's Palace which | 
was destroyed by fire. He was re- 
buflt during the years 1825-1829 for 
the Duke of Clarence, sor of George 
III, who became William IV in 
1830, and this monarch occupied ft 
for some time after his aceession. 


When the house was finished for 
the Duke of Clarence, it was 
described as a handsome building 
with two stories, the lower being of 
the Doric and the upper of the 
Corinthian style of architecture. 
After William IV ceased to occupy 
it, Princess Augusta, the sixth child 
of Georjye I, Hved there until she 
died in 1840. 


Noxt 20 Years F 


For the next 20 years the house 
wus lived in by Queen Victorin’s 
mother, the Duchess of Kent. Some 
years after the Duchess’s death in 
1801, Queen Victoria ordered the 
house to be prepared for her second 
son, the Duke of Edinburgh. He

A New Floor 

If n waxed hardwood floor has be- 
come worn: and discoloured, clean 
with a cloth moistened in. turpen~ 
tine, or wash with warm, — sonpy’ 
water, Cover only. small arca at a 
time, wiping immediately with a 
dry cloth. To restore colour to worn 
spots, mix burnt amber tn oil with 2 
lttle bit of paste wax. The amount 
of umber depends — on-the-depth-of- 
colour required.. The combination 
wax and amber oll should be rubbed 
in thoroughly and Ieft to dry fora 
few hours. After drying, then re- 
wax the entire floor and it should 
fleam like new. ae 

As for n new floor, it becomes a 
matter of keeping the surface a 
natural finish or using a stain, Will 
shellac be the base coat, or will you 
build up a solid, protective base with 
many upplication of wax? 


Electric Polisher 


The wax treatment is the best, as 
the benuty-loving homemaker soon 
discovers. A paste wax gives the 
best returns, and it shoukd be ap- 
plied ina thin coat at a time for 
best results. ‘The wax should be 
softened before It is applied, After 
putting, on the first cont it should be 
left to dry for 45 min. or 50 before 
polishing. Apply the wax with’ 
flannel or a wax applicitor.
